NEW YORK GOES WILD OVER DEBS 


The Debs’ presidential tour this 
past week included the tremendous 
meetings in New York citv, ad¬ 
dresses at Danbury, Conn.; Waler- 
bury, Springfield, Mass.; Worces¬ 
ter, Boston, Lowell, Manchester, 
N. H.; Conwrd, Haverhill, Lowell, 
Providence, R. I.; Willimantic, 
Manchester, Hartford, Conn.; Me- 
ridan. New Hayen, Jersey Gtv. N. 
J.; Trenton, Camden and Phila¬ 
delphia. 

Words almost fail to describe the 
ovation in New York Qty. The 
newspapers said that Debs was 
overwhelmed by a mob, a friendly 
mob. There was a wild scene at 
the Grand Central station aa the 
Red Special reached the end of its 
journey for the time being. 

A crowd estimated to have been 
5,000 strong, bad congregated to 
receive the candidate, and in the 
stampede to greet Dete the insuffi¬ 
cient police lines were swept away, 
men and women were knocked 
about helplessly, their clothmg was 
torn and a number were slightly 
h iiu patk The candidate was t ahen 
off the other side of the train. 

The crowd was jammed so 
closely against the gates in the d^ 
pot that it could, not be thrust badt 
to allow them to be opened. DeW 
and his party had to make their 
exit through the baggage room on 
the Vandei^It avenue side. 

They reached the street justas the 
crowd came sweeping around the 
corner from the depot entrance. 
That crowd was determined not to 
be denied. From then on there was 
a scene unprecedented in all of 
Debs' varied experience.

W HENEVER old Rome in the times of the rejiublic was in great 
danger, the different Iribus would grt together in one great 
mas.* meting and declare the state in peril. And then the 
senate would proclaim this by anonuncing the sentence “vide- 
ont consiiles"— which meant, let the consuls look out that no injur>’ 
shall befall the commonwealth. 

This was done on several occa.<iions. And as we lawn from Ci- 
cm, it was done when a rotten Roman politician by the name of Ca¬ 
tiline. at the head of a band of grafters, thieves and pimps araated to 
get control of the Roman rtpt^ic.

Wc face a simibr situation in Milwaukee county totby. With the 
help of the corporation;, the grafters and their money, Dave Rose, 
the Catiline of America, iias gotten control of the administration of 
the city of Milwaukee—of its police department and of its fire de¬ 
partment. In order to make his control comjilete, however, he seeks 
control of the judicbl arm, particubriy of the district attorney’s of¬ 
fice. If he has this, then the grafters may reign supreme, and no 
grand jury can then ta called to investigate their thies'ish and cor¬ 
rupt doing!. 

Dave Rose has put up John F. Donovan as his candidate on the 
Democratic ticket.

But we want to know whether the citizens of Milwaukee under¬ 
stand what the office of district attorney in the hands of Dave Rose 
would mean? 

It would mean that there would be "golden days" in Milwaukee, 
not only for the corporations and big grafters, but also for the ret! 
light district leaders, prize fighters, pimps and pickpockets who control 
.votes. 

.It would practically mean a kicpiocraey in Milwaukee. 

It would mean that the grafters would ir.ete out justice to the 
honest people. To be a thief would mean to be a lord in "mah beau-, 
tiful cileh,'’ and nobody in Milwaukee would need to have any fears 
•—except the honest and decent people. 

• * • • . 

This is the situation that we are facing in Milwaukee this fall. 
iThis will be the result if John F. Donovan—the "Rosy kid," the can¬ 
didate for the grafters—should be elected. 

Donovan was at outs for a while with the master-grafter. Four 
years ago the master grafter had “thrown him down,”-as Jolin Dono¬ 
van said, for the Democratic nomination for congress, and had put up 
Pete Somers, the "go-between" of the gamblers of Milwaukee.

And the question of who is to be District Attorney is not » much 
a question of political jurties as a question *of common decency. It 
is sad enough that in this twentieth century wc still must have a "pub¬ 
lic prosecutor." However, as long as capiblists and grafters and bw 
breakers and common criminals^ exist, that cannot be avoide<I. 

Only, if wc let the thieves and grafters chose the district attor- 
aeyt, then what is the use of making any bws against the thieves and 
grafters at all? 

The usefulness of these bws has been very seriously questioned 
of bte. Not only by the grafters, who, of course, oppose them. 
But even some well-meaning people would rather have lynch bw in- 
atead of statutes, courts and lawyers, claiming the btter melljod to be 
less effective. 

Now we hope that we have not yet come to that point. We hope 
ffiat with the strong Social-Dem^ratic element in this community we 
(hall never have to either relinquish the administration of justice to the 
thieves and grafters, or to depend on the shot-gun and the rope for 
upholding of certain natural and moral bws.

K rn lost tl.i p-.*s. which was an 
annual ov.r the X amlcrWlt lines in 
Ohio, JiidLang .iid Illinois, and 
reaching into K mucky and Mis¬ 
souri—and was in full force. 

When it was found. Kcm ex¬ 
plained in a speech which he made 
at .Mansfield, O. Me is a lawver. 
He liad been eiiq,loved by the Van¬ 
derbilt people to ilefend tlieir roads 
against some damage suits, and he 
did not know the pa.ss was an an¬ 
nual. He didn't really know much 
about it, but supposed tlie iiass was 
sent him by the railnads for use in 
defcniling those il.amage suits. 

Now, does the workingman voter 
believe that Kern was paying fare 
as he rode over Imltaiu, Illinois and 
Ohio, when he Knl that pass in his 
pocket, and the \'andcrbilt lines 
over which it was good, reached 
most of the principle. places in 
tliose states where he wxmld Ix: 
making sixreches? If he believes 
that, why does he liclievc it? 

If Kern was not u.<ing that pa.ss. 
he must have so much nKKicy tliat 
the pass was no fihjcct to him— 
and if he is sucha nabob as that— 
is he Ihe kind tliat the workingman 
wants in office? 

But 'liat is not all. In what busi- 
ne.ss was he engaged for the use of 
this pass. He admits tliat he was 
defending tte Vanderbilt lines 
against damage suits. He was us¬ 
ing wliatever„tglcnu he had, for 
hire in helping, the railroads of the 
Vanderbilts c^pe judgments for 
damages at the suits of men that 
had liren injui^ in the scnHce of 
the comfiany. ,. 

He was employtng whatever abil¬ 
ities he h.id iiMhr work of beating 
workingmen o'* of what they ought 
to have, and which they, do not get 
in those cases, by reason of the in¬ 
famous state of-the law in most of 
the states of themnion. 

Now, as a Aatwer, Kern had a 
legal right to do this. It is one way 
that the law permits him to get a 
living. 

But such ettqilovmcnf certainly 
docs not recommend him for tlie 
vote of the workingman. How can 
he expect them to vote for him, 
when he is taking pay from the 
X'anderhilts to defeat the claims of 
their kind. What contempt for the 
workers—for their intclligenee.and 
spirit, must the men have bad, who 
put Kem with this record on the 
ticket ? 

Kent, 
as an attorney for her grocer, might 
sue his own mother for a grocery 
hill. The law allows him to do this.

The much-boasted era of 
our national prosperity has been fol¬ 
lowed by one of gene^ misery. Fac¬ 
tories, mills and mines are closed. 
Millions of men, ready, willing and 
able to provide the nation with 
all the necessaries and com¬ 
forts of life, arc forced into | 
idleness and starvation. Within re-1 
cent tiroes the trusts and monopolies i 
have attained an enormous and men-' 
acing development. They have ac-j 
qtiired the power to dictate the terms 
upon which we shall be allcm’cd to 
live. The trusts fix the price of our 
bread, meat ami sugar, of our coal, oil 
and clothing, ol our raw material and 
machinery, of all the necessities of life. 

The present desperate condition of 
the workers has been made the op¬ 
portunity for a renewed onslaught on 
organized labor. The highest courts 
of the country have within the last 
year rendered decision after decision 
depriving the workers of rights which 
they had woo by generations of 
struggle. 

The attempt to destroy the West¬ 
ern Federation of Miners, although 
defeated by the solidarity of organized 
labor and the Socialist movement, re¬ 
vealed the existence of a far-reaching 
and unscrupulous conspiracy by the 
ruling class sgaiiut the organizations 
of labor. 

In their efforts to take the lives of i 
the leaders of the miners the! 
conspirators violated the slate laws 
and the federal constitution in a man¬ 
ner seldom equaled even in a coun¬ 
try so completely dominated bv the 
profit-seeking class as is the Lfoited 
States. 

The congress of the United States 
has shown its contempt for the in¬ 
terests of labor as plainly and un- 
mistikahly as have the other branches 
of government. The laws for 
which the labor organizations have 
continually petitioned have failed to 
pass. Laws ostensibly enacted for the 
benefit of labor have been distorted 
against labor. 

The working class of the United 
States cannot expect any remedy 
for its wrongs from the pres¬ 
ent ruling class or from the domioant 
parties. So long as a small number 
of individnals are permitted to control 
the sources of the nation's wealth 
for their private profit, in com¬ 
petition with each other and for the 
exploitation of their fellowmcn, in¬ 
dustrial depressions arc bound to oc¬ 
cur at certain intervals. No currency 
reforms or other legislative measure 
proposed by capitalist reformers can 
avail against these fatal results of ut¬ 
ter anarchy in production. ^ 

Tndividuu competition leads in¬ 
evitably to combinations and trusts. 
No amount of government regulation, 
or of publicity, or of restrictive legis¬ 
lation. will arrest the natural course 
of modern industrial development 

White our courts, legislatures 
and executive offices remain in the 


hands ol the ruluig classes and .neir 
agents, Uis government will be ase<' 
in the interests of these classes as 
against the toilers. 

^ Political parties are but the expres¬ 
sion of economic class interests. The 
Republican, the Democratic and the 
so-called 'mdepcndcnce* parties, and 
alt parties other than the Somlist 
party, are financed, directed and con¬ 
trolled by the representatives of dif¬ 
ferent groups of the ruling class. 

In the maintenance of class TOvern- 
ment both the Democratic and Kepub- 
Itcan parties have been equally gr *ty. 
The Kcpulilican party has had con¬ 
trol of the national government and 
has been directly and actively re- 
sprinsibte for these wrongs. The 
DemocniHc par^, while sased from 
direct responsibility by its political 
impotence, has shown itself eqnallpr 
subservient to the aims of the capi¬ 
talist class whenever and wherever it 
has been in power. The old chattel 
slave owning aristocracy of the south, 
which was tfie backbone of the 


Democratic party, has been supplant¬ 
ed by a child slave plutocracv. In the 
great cities of our country the Demo- 


great cities of our country the Demo¬ 
cratic panv is allied with the criminal 
element of the slums, as the Repub¬ 
lican partp is allied with the preda¬ 
te^ criminals of the palace, in main¬ 
taining the interest of the possessing 
class. 

The various ’'r^^forni'* movements 
and parties which have sprung up 
within recent years arc but the clumsy 
expression of widespreail |>opalar dis¬ 
content They are not ^sed on 
an intelligent understanding of 
the historical development of civil- 
isaton and of the econt'^mic and poli¬ 
tical 'needs of our time. They are 
bound to perish as the numerous mi<*‘ 
die class reform movements of tie 
past have perished. 

PROGRAM. 

.As measures calculated to strength¬ 
en the working class in Us 
fight for the realization of this 
ultimate aim, and to increase Us power 
of resistance against capitalist oppres¬ 
sion, we advocate and pledge our¬ 
selves and our elected officers to the 
following program: 

General Demands. 

I. The Immediate government re¬ 
lief for the unemployed workers by 
building schools, by reforesting of cut¬ 
over and w'aste lands, by reclamation 
of arid tracts and the building of 
canals, and by extending all other 
useful public works. All persons 
employed on such works snail be 
employed directly by the government 
under an eight-hour wtirkday and at 
the prevailing union w’sges. The 
government imall also loan money to 
states and monicipalUies without in¬ 
terest for the purpose of carrviog on 
public works. It shall contrAnite to 
the funds of labor organizations fqr 
the purpose ol assisting their unem¬ 
ployed members, and shall take such 
other measures within Us p^er as 
will lessen the widespread misery of 
the workers caused Ly the misrule 
of the capitalist class. 

3. The collective ownershig of rail¬ 
roads. telegraphs, telephones, steam¬ 
ship lines and alt other means of 
social transportation and sommumca- 
tion, of all land. 

5. The colleetire ownership of all 


industries which are organised on a 
national scale and in which c o m p ^- 
*OQ has rtrtually ceased to exist 

4. Tbe extension of thq public do¬ 
main to include mines, qaarries, oil 
wells, forests and water power. 

5. The scientific reforesting of 
timber lands and the reclamation of 
ftwamp lands. The land so reforested 
or reclai.red to be permanently re- 
1 tained as a part of the public domain. 

6. The absolute freedom of presa, 
speech and assemblage. 

Industrial Demands. 

7 - , The improvement of tbe in- 
attstrial conditions of the workers* 

<a) Dv shortening the workday In 
keeping with the increased prodoctive- 
fiesj of nuichir>ery. 

(b) By securing to every worker a 
rest penod of not less than a <U> and 
a half each week. 

fc) By securing a more effectivs 
'"Wction of workshops and factories. 

(d) By forbidding the employment 
of children under sixteen years of age. 

(e) By forbidding the interstate 
transportation of the products of child 
Isbor, of convict labor and of all ua- 
ioMected factories. 

(f) By a^lithiog official rharUr 
and substituting in its place eompuf- 
wy insurance agaUist nnemploymeirt. 
illness, accidents, invalidism, old age 
and death. 

Palitieal Demande. 

8. The extension of {nheritance 
taxes, graduated in proportion to the 
amount of the bequests and to tbe 
nearness of kin. 

9. A ^graduated income tax. 

10. Unrestricted and enual suffrage 
for men and womeiL and wc pledge 
ourselves to engage in an active cam¬ 
paign in that (Urectioo. 

It. The initiative and referendun^ 
proportional representation and the 
right of recall. 

12. The abolition of the senate. 

13. The abolition of tbe power 
usurped hy the supreme court of the 
United States to past upon the con- 
iticotioiiality of legislation enacted by 
congress. National laws to 1 ^ repealed 
Of. abrogated only by an act of con¬ 
gress or by referendum of the whole 
people. 

14 * The abolition of the veto power 
of the Resident 

15. That the constitution be made 
amendable by majority vote. 

16. The enactment of further 
measures for general education and 
for tbe conservation of health. The 
bureau of education to be made 
a department. The creation of a de¬ 
partment of public health. 

17. * The separation of the present 
bureau of bbor from tbe department 
of commerce and labor, ana the es¬ 
tablishment of a department of labor. 

iB. That all judges be elected by 
the people for short terms, and tlmt 
the power to issue injunctions should 
be curbed by immediate legislation. 

19. The free administration of j it- 
tice. 

Such measures of relief as we may 
be able to force from capitalism are 
but a preparation of the workers to 
ticze’ the whole powers of govern¬ 
ment, in order that they may thereby 
lay hold of the whole system of in¬ 
dustry. and thus come into their 
rightful inheritance.

Mr. Keir Hardie U amazed that 
American trades unionists shouUI 
unite on Labor Day and divide on 
election day, says-the New York 
Timet. He advises them to unite 
in |x)Iitics and secure the fl^reat 
licnefits which have followed such 
action in England, where he is a 
leader. Mr. Hardie introduced 
himself as a tradesman net 
ashamed of his craft. But inas* 
much as he was addressing trades 
unionists he would liave bem more 
frank if he had added that be was 
a Socialist as well as a working- 
inon. It was the Socialist vote 
which made him a labor leader at 
home, hut the Socialist vote does 
not yet dominate American labor. 

The point is worth making, for 
Socialists arc not patriots in any 
land, and tlxjse who are counseling 
.American labor to unite for poli¬ 
tical advantage to them as a class 
distinct from the general body of 
citizens are not giving (latriotic ad¬ 
vice. What is the great ^in 
which has been won by the British 
labor vote? In the first place, it 
much resembles the things which 
'.Vmericon labor is being badly ad¬ 
vised to seek here. 'The Brituh 
courts decided that a union was pe¬ 
cuniarily responsible for wrongful 
acts done by its agents, and the La¬ 
bor party secured legislative ex- 
emptxm from tliis rcspinuibility. 
This fairly parallels Mr. Gompers' 
attempt to secure exemption of la¬ 
bor from tbe anti-trust law, giv¬ 
ing strikers privileges in pursuit of 
their aims which are denied to capi¬ 
tal in pursuit of its aims. .T|uajis 
wrong in itself, and it is doubly 
wrong in being class legislation. 

Beyond this Mr.-Hardie's party 
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I has succeeded in proctirin^fT an cld- 
|aKC pension law, another example 
j of privilege for the many at the ex¬ 
pense of the few. Ob^usly only 
I a fraction of the nation can ever 
I pmfit bv such pensions, and the 
1 class which prohts will be the
